Ina revelation, given in 
the presence of six elders, in Sept. 1830, the Lord says, ‘ Ye are called to 
cee he gathering of mine elect, for mine elect hear my voice, and 

not their hearts ; and the decree hath gone forth from the Father, 
that they shall be gathered in unto one place upon the face ofthis land.’ 

That is the decree that has gone forth ; it is ordained in the heavens, and

And I 
have no doubt he included every other duty between man and man, so far as 
it could be done in that short period of time, for 36 hours could. not begin 
to be time enough for a man to tell the people all their duties. Many 
le think that all the duties of man are recorded in the Bible ; that idea 
is held by inany of the sectarian world ; they think this book contains all 
the duties in r to the relationships between man and man, and that it 
is a sufficient rule of faith and practice ; and enough to govern them in all 
their dealings with each other, and m their duties to their God. 

Letme tell you, if any one man’s duties (if he lived to be an old man) 
were clearly written, ns foretold before he was born, it would take a! 
volume than the Bible to contain them all ; and when we consider the thou- 
sands and millions of human beings that are on the earth now, and the mil- 
lions that have dropped into their graves in past, itis absurd to sup- 
pose that'one sacli volume could point out ali their duties, even if they all 
could have been foretold -by the spirit of prophecy. 

For instance, the duties of to-day, if written, would require something like 
one page ; and as every day's duties would be different the one from the 
Other, 1t would require three hundred and sixty-five pages in one year, 
whieh m seventy years would amount to upwards of twenty-five thousand 

which would have to be recorded to point out the duties of one indi- 
dual towards his fellow-man. Think not then, that six discourses each, 
only six hours long, could make known to you the whole of your duties 
towards each other through life. | 
 Thisie the reason why the Lord has appointed 2 living priesthood on the 
earth ; why he has sent down the Hol from heaven, why it enters 
the heart of man, and mspires him with knowledge and mformation concerm- 
ing his own duties, and the duties of others also, that he may impart to 
them, week after week, and from one meeting to another, in pablic and in

|} and many have been looked up, who had emigrated to this country 
for the purpose of opening their way to Zion; but so far as my ob- 
| servation is concerned mahy of these have made shipwreck of their 
i}  faith—others remain faithful. About 13 have been looked up, and

I then immediately engaged a 
vessel to take us to San ‘Pedro, South California, but as the time 
draws near for sailing it appears probable that we shall have about 
sixty in passengers, being from 75 to 80 souls. 

Being nearly ready to sail, and perhaps leave the southern clime
